heavier. And the fatter he got, the 
more the other children made fun of 
him. Instead of fighting back, Jim 
would just grit his teeth and hold in 
the resentment. Slowly, he built up a 
vast well of hatred that was to play 
a big part in his later life. 

Finally, the nuns at the orphanage 
could no nothing more with him. As 
the taunts of the children grew in 
number and volume, the boy grew 
unruly and surly, refusing to coop- 
erate with the regimentation or the 
kindliness. 

He was fourteen when everybody 
concerned decided he was big enough 
to go out into the world on his own. 


They said goodbye, in relief, and 


James Bernard went. 

He was big enough, all right. He 
weighed 315 pounds. 

And he went to Montreal, the near- 
est big city. Maybe, thought James, 
with so many people in that town, 
some of them will be nice to me. 

A few of them were. One gave 
him a job in a meat packing plant. 
This was after the monster of a youth 
had failed at job after job. In his 
teens, he was not sufficiently edu- 
cated to hold any responsible posi- 


tion. And when he finally got the 
packing job, he was close to suicide. 

It didn’t last too long, even though 
it was the first time he'd worked at 
something where he could use his 
great natural strength. But the best 
thing that ever happened to James 
Bernard was when he lost that job. 

The hard work was wonderful for 
growing muscles—and reducing. By 
the time he was 18, he had pared 
down to a trim 260—mostly muscle. 
And he was even stronger. It was 
child’s play for him to lift a full hind- 
quarter of beef up onto the hook. 

One day a short, stocky man came 
into the plant; he watched Jim work 
for awhile, then spoke up. “How'd 
you like to be rich, famous independ- 
ent and happy?” 

Jim Bernard said, 
prends pas.” 

It was the third strike against Ber- 
nard: he could speak no English. 

But the stocky, curly-haired little 
man could speak French. He said, 
“I'm Jack Britton, a wrestling pro- 
moter. I'd like to try you out in the 
ring.” 

These words were to change Ber- 
nard’s whole life. 

Not overnight. His is not exactly a 
Cinderella man story. First, before 
becoming rich, famous and independ- 
ent, Bernard had to learn how to 
wrestle. It took him four years of in- 
tensive training and amateur compe- 
tition at the Montreal YMCA. 

But Big Jim was happy. At last he

had found a way to get even for all 
the years of misery at the hands of 
the other children. Like him, the 
other children had grown up, too. 
When he was in the ring, it was almost 
as though he was hitting back at them. 
Sometimes he hit too hard. After 
slamming a few of his opponents too 
viciously, he was warned by the AAU 
to take it easy. Britton had a tough 


time keeping his tiger — elephant, 
rather — within the bounds of the 
Law. ; 


Jim had to get another job, one 
with shorter hours. So he was taken 
on as a bouncer in a night club. Only 
thing is, he bounced guys too hard. 
Once, a customer proved obstreper- 
ous, one of those guys who, with a 
drink or two in him, thinks he can 
lick the whole world. He picked the 
wrong part of the world to lick when 
he picked Bernard’s night club. Jim 
slugged him, broke his jaw, threw him 
bodily into the street—and into the 
hospital. The guy sued. 

Bernard was barred from working 
in the clubs after that. But by then he 
was almost ready to meet his destiny. 
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Jack Britton figured he could take on 
just about any professional wrestler. 

They shaved his head. It was all 
he needed to look about as terrifying 
as a hand grenade with the pin out. 
And the effect in the ring was the 
same. His first bout, in Montreal, al- 
most resulted in a manslaughter 
charge. Jack Britton knew he had big 
trouble on his hands. 

A day or two later, he called a 
meeting of the board of strategy, in- 
cluding promoter Eddie Quinn. “I’m 
taking this kid with me to Detroit,” 
Britton told them. “But we've got to 
tone him down, somehow. Look at 
this letter I got from a lady fan.” 

The letter said, “Jim Bernard is 
exciting to watch, but a law should 
be passed prohibiting him from the 
ring. Why don’t you stop that brute 
before he kills somebody!” 

That’s how Bernard got his title, 
“The Brute’—and that’s how he got 
his head shrunk. ' 

It was Quinn who suggested the 
psychiatrist. “The boy’s not crazy, 
understand—he’s just got it in for 
people in general. so he takes it out 


on his opponents. Maybe the analyst 
can steer him straight. Otherwise, 
He'll—” 

“Otherwise,” interrupted Britton, 
“I’m out four years of training.” 

They hired the best analyst in Mon- 
treal. The man came up with a star- 
tling, and somewhat frightening, 
story. “This boy’s perfectly normal— 
until he gets into the ring. Then he 
tries to kill the kids who used to 
make fun of him when he was fat, 
mentally, that is. Someday, he may 
succeed!” 

So now, before Jim Bernard, The 
Brute, goes to the wrestling arena, he 
goes to his analyst first. Sometimes, 
when’ he’s meeting an especially good 
wrestler—like Abe Jacobs, as was 
the case in Flint, Michigan—the doc- 
tor goes practically into the ring with 
him. At each of the towns where Ber- 
nard is slated to wrestle, a good ana- 
lyst is alerted for an emergency call 
—just in case. 

In the few years he has wrestled 
professionally, Bernard has come up 
slowly but carefully, raised almost 
like a baby by Jack Britton and his 
partner, Bert Ruby. Bernard has con- 
tinued to buildup his strength, even 
though there is no longer any need 
for it. He is afraid of getting fat 
again. Although his weight-lifting 
ability is a secret, there are rumors 
that he lifts poundages overhead that 
the average weight lifter can barely 
get off the ground. 

Britton and Ruby, both ex-wres- 
tlers who know the business from the 
canvas up, think there is no limit to 
Bernard’s ability. They're about ready 
to let him go all out in an attempt to 

1g 
master the wrestling world. All that 
stops them is Bernard’s unknown 
power. 

“I'd feel like hell if he really did 
rip somebody’s face off,” says Brit- 
ton sincerely. “Still, we have to let 
him go. one of these days. Maybe put 
him in with Killer Kowalski or some- 
body like that. What a match that 
would be!” 

As for Jim Bernard, The Brute, he 
doesn’t even think about things like 
that. He’s too busy improving his 
English. He does pretty well, too. 
Still. it’s a terrifying experience for a 
pretty girl, waiting for a bus, say, to 
suddenly have this brutish creature 
come up behind her and say, “You— 
me—we have vahneela ize greem 
zoda, non?” 

Almost as terrifying as having to 
meet The Brute in the ring.

LORD AL HAYS 
HAVE HIDDEN IN 
HIS BLACK GLOVE? 


lf Lord Al Hays does have something concealed in that 
black glove he wears he does a good job of hiding it. No 
foreign object has been found. He insists he doesn’t use 
one. But could a plain fist do such damage? 
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Hays has Parks in a headlock (below). Moments 
before he was pounding Reg’s head with the 
gloved hand. “I know there’s something in 
there,” Reg said. “Hays dropkicks Bruno (right). 


BLACK GLOVE doesn't have 

to hide a weapon. Even if 
Lord Al Hays is wearing the glove, 
there can be many legitimate rea- 
sons for it. However, there are also 
many illegitimate reasons to wear a 
glove. 

Many of Lord Al Hays’ oppo- 
nents claim the black glove he has 
recently donned hides some sort of 
weapon, enabling Hays to split 
skulls with a single punch. And the 
list of bloody victims is staggering. 
Yet, no one has been able to find 
anything in the glove before or after 
the matches. 

“They can't find anything,” Hays 
contends, “because nothing exists. 
It's a typical loser’s trick to accuse 
the winner of being adirty wrestler, 
using foreign objects. I'm dirty 
enough to make a foreign object un- 
necessary. What| don'tneed, | don’t 
have. And that includes a loser’s 
list of excuses! 

“Actually, I’m flattered my oOp- 
ponents think my punch is too 
powerful to be human. | know it’s 
the most powerful fist in wrestling. 


Their stupid name-calling only 
proves |’m the most powerful.” 

If there is nothing in the glove, 
why does Hays wear it? Lord Alhas 
an answer. 

“| was walking down the street 
one night,” Hays claims, “and | saw 
these five bullies beating up this kid 
carrying a violin case. Naturally, | 
tried to stop this heartless slaugh- 
ter. Well, in the process of saving 
this innocent young child's life, | 
sprained my wrist very badly. In 
fact, the doctors fear | may have a 
support glove for years. I'll tell you 
something. Next time something 
like that happens, I'll let the little 
kid take his lumps! 

“So | have to wear the glove to 
support the strain, not to mention 
the many torn tendons in the wrist. 
| may be in pain the rest of my life. 
You might guess my opponents 
would tell vicious lies about a poor 
cripple.” 

How badly crippled is Lord Al 
Hays? His wrist seems supple 
enough when he wrestles, not no- 
ticeably giving him pain. The same 


“loaded fist can split my head as 


wrist, though, gives others a great 
deal of pain. 

“If he doesn’t have a Steel plate 
somewhere in that glove,” Pat 
O'Connor declares, “I’m Ringo 
Starr! Nobody can tell me an un- 


painfully as Hays’ punch tore up my 
forehead in a recent match. That 
punch was loaded to the hilt. He 
could have killed me if he could 
have kept landing those punches 
solidly. I've been wrestling for many 
years, but I’ve never been subjected 
to the kind of loaded punch Hays 
has. 

“But nobody has been able to 
find out where he hides the metal, 
or whatever he slips in the glove. 
I've checked the glove myself be- 
fore our matches. There's nothing in 
it—but it is loose enough to slip 
something init. That glove is much 
too loose to support anything! 

‘Maybe he hides the metal in his 
trunks, who knows? Maybe he 
keeps it in his mouth. Remember, it 
doesn’t have to be large to be

That's the question Los Angeles 
fans asked each other when they 
saw the name buried at the bottom 
of the wrestling card. Nobody knew 
who the new wrestler was or where 
he came from. They didn’t even 
know if he could wrestle at all. In 
fact, many decided the match 
would provide a good opportunity 
to get some refreshments. 

Those who did go to the refresh- 
ment stand were anxiously called 
back by friends. The unknown wres- 
tler named Butcher Brannigan was 
tearing his opponent apart. This 
was no ordinary preliminary match. 
This was a bloody slaughter! 

In five short, savage minutes, the 
“inexperienced” Brannigan _re- 
vealed that what he didn't know 
about dirty wrestling wasn’t worth 
knowing. Not only could he execute 
the moves, but he also expertly 
managed to obscure the referee‘s 
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field of vision. His vicious cunning 
protected him from being disquali- 
fied, a fate everyone knew he-richly 
deserved. 

The arena shook with boos when 
the referee raised Brannigan’s hand 
in victory. The fans fell silent as 
the stretcher was brought in to 
speed Brannigan’s victim to the 
waiting ambulance and the hospital 
emergency room. 

Despite his opponent's serious in- 
juries, Brannigan was exultant later 
in the dressing room. 

“Did you see me massacre that 
fool?” Brannigan asked everyone 
in sight. “l could've killed him if 
| wanted to. | gave those bums a 


match they'll remember. Nobody's 
going to wonder who Butcher Bran- 
nigan is. And they're going to want 
to see a lot more of him!” 
Brannigan’‘s statement proved to 
be prophetic. His name steadily 
climbed up the roster. No matter 
how experienced and talented his 
opponents were, they were savage- 
ly brutalized by Brannigan.

No matter what happens in 
the match he'll never forget to be 
afraid of the salt. 

“You've got to be pretty dumb 
not to take every advantage at your 
disposal. As long as | can get away 
with throwing salt—lI’m going to 
keep throwing salt. Look, the same 
could happen to me if the morons 
| wrestle had the sense to use the 
stuff.” 

Whether it’s sense or dignity stop- 
ping his opponents from throwing 
salt is open to debate. However, 
there is no question of the salt’s 
stinging agony. 

“It's like a fire in your eyes,” 
Neil Guay, a recent Kamata vic- 
tim recalls. “| had Kamata in a 
bearhug. | could feel him weaken- 
ing. He was legally helpless. It was 


a matter of time before the match 
was mine. That is, if he didn't have 
the salt. 

“He hurled a handful of the stuff 
in my eyes and that ended that. | 
was finished. The pain was unbe- 
lievable. | was also unable to see 
him. | just felt the kicks, the pun- 
ches, and all the rest of his brutal 
pounding.‘ 

Naturally, many wrestlers feel 
Kamata should be punished severly 
and immediately for his salt hurl- 
ing. Tony Marino has emerged as 
the spokesman for the group. 

“To give a guy only a warning 
for agonizingly blinding an oppo- 
nent is dangerously absurd,” 
Marino contends. ‘There is no de- 
nying the salt is illegal. That's not 
even the point. Can you imagine 
any other sport which would toler- 
ate this kind of insane behavior? 

“Sooner or later someone's going 


to go blind. It’s got to happen. It’s 
up to the associations to make the 
penalities for it so strict and ex- 
pensive nobody'll even think about 
it. At the very least, salt throwing 
should be grounds for immediate 
disqualification. When you consider 
the risks involved, it’s not being too 
harsh to expect fines and suspen- 
sions. 

“Tor Kamata‘’s salt throwing,” 
Marino concludes, “has made it 
necessary for action to be taken’ 
now before it’s too late. Profession- 
al athletes have a right to expect 
some protection from animals like 
Kamata.” 

They have a right to expect pro- 
tection against wrestlers like 
Kamata. And even Kamata admits 
the referees and associations could 
provide the protection. It’s in their 
power to stop Tor Kamata. Will they 
exercise that power? O

for fun in the spirit of good compe- 
tition. Well, it’s all a question of 
what you consider fun. Punching, 
kicking, scratching and biting a 
girl | hate is what | consider fun!" 

lf apartment house wrestling 
boasts a madcap, it’s Anne. She is 
the redhead spitfire who waltzed 
into Janet’s apartment one morning 
and challenged the drowsy Janet 
to a match. 

“| did it on a bet,‘ Anne admits, 
“from a friend of mine who's a 
photographer. We were sitting in 
one of those all night movie houses, 
where they have eight different 
horror films from midnight to morn- 
ing. We were in.the middle of 
‘Freaks’ when my friend, who knew 
Janet, said | wouldn't walk into her 
apartment and challenge her to a 
wrestling match. 


“Well, | used to wrestle when | 
was at boarding school. | liked it 
but didn’t think I'd ever wrestle 
again. Until that time I'd never 
heard about apartment house wres- 
tling. So | made my friend tell me 
all about it. 

“When he finished, | was really 
excited. We went to Janet's apart- 
ment and challenged her there and 
then. Once she got into it, it was a 
really good time. 

“Admittedly, she really gave it to 
me at the end. | hadn’t wrestled in 
years, you know, and I'd been up 
all night besides, 

“But after that match | couldn't 
wait to have another. | had my 
friend make the right contacts. Now 
I’m an apartment house wrestler in 
good standing. Believe me,-: after 
being cooped up in an office all 
day, it’s good to let it all out by 
wrestling. The audiences are a great 
bunch of people. And some of the 
girls have become really good 
friends: Even Janet can almost 
«tolerate the sight of me!” 

The man who originated apart- 
ment house wrestling is Dave Moll, 
a burly man who organized the first 
match for a select group of friends. 

“We all enjoyed girl wrestling,” 
Dave remembers, ‘‘but we hate 
crowds. And even if we could stand 
crowds, it was a long time between 
girl matches. 
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The girls often tear at each 
other's bikini straps (above) 
though it’s supposed to be 
against the rules. It’s one 

of many rules nobody bothers 
to enforce. When the action 
gets really vicious, a girl 

may find herself having to 
wipe the blood from her cheeks 
(right). Few matches get to 

the point where the girls get 
bloody. Many times the girls 
do get to the point where they 
will try to tear each other 
apart (below). The fury of 

the girls at these times equals 
any you will see in an arena. 


So we decided to get amateurs 
to wrestle for us. The girls like it 
because it gives them a chance to 
wrestle in front of an appreciative 
audience. Also, we create a party 
atmosphere and once the match is 
over, there’s an elaborate, expen- 
sive celebration. We're men who 
love to live life to the fullest, de- 
priving ourselves of no pleasures. 

“The thing has caught on. Even 
women are watching. We give the 


names of the girls to other re- 
putable groups for no charge.

deadly growth. All we know is that 
wrestling claimed another victim. 

Wrestlers are especially prone to 
heart attacks due to their rigorous 
physical regimen. They strain their 
bodies to the limit several times 
a week, taking more rugged and 
sustained punishment than any 
other group of athletes. The human 
body can stand so much, even one 
in splendid condition. There is just 
so much even the most perfect 
human specimen can stand. 

Wrestlers who die during a match 
make the headlines. Those who die 
from internal injuries months or 
years later never even get a line of 
recognition in a wrestling program. 

Yet, the professional wrestler nei- 
ther wants nor expects his fatal in- 
juries to be acknowledged by the 
world. He doesn’t ask for pity. To 
participate in the sport he loves 
is all he expects. He knows the risks 
and takes his chances. The threat 
of a short life as a wrestler doesn't 
compare with the threat of living a 
long life away from wrestling. 

Mike Romano was 4 rising young 
wrestler who knew the risks and ac- 
cepted them. He even went so far 
as to Say so. 

“It’s a tough business,’’ Mike said 
of the sport he loved, “‘and the one 
thing you can’t prevent is death.” 

Nobody knows why Mike felt 
compelled to make that grisly state- 
ment to an interviewer. Some who 


_ knew him said he was a sensitive 


man whose thinking went much 
deeper than most people's. Others 
contend Mike had a premonition he 
would die earning his livelihood. 
Irish Jack Donovan didn’t figure 
to win his bout against Mike. Mike 
was considered the better competi- 
tor with more experience behind 
him. However, Donovan managed 
to punish Mike with a series of body 
slams that sent him crumpling to 
the mat. Mike never got up. The 
doctor who rushed to his aid pro- 
nounced him dead on the spot. 
Yet, those who knew Mike 
wouldn't ask for tears of pity. Ro- 
mano was above all a professional. 
And a professional wrestler makes 
peace with his death before he 
ever climbs through the ropes. O
